An article c&ptidheid 4t feputh Race Struggles Seen 
Communism Aid" which appeared in the April 27, 1963, Issue 
of the "Courier Post* 1 , a Camden * New Jersey, daily newspaper, 
reflects the following: 

During the evening of April 26, 1963, more than 
1,000 persons attended a freedom rally for the benefit 
Of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference at convention 
Hall, in Camden, New Jersey. Among the principal speakers 
present were Dr. A. D. King, who substituted for his brother, 
the Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr,, Jackie Robinson, former 
Dodger baseball Star, and Camden, New Jersey, Mayor pierce. 

This article reflected no explanation of Reverend 
King *s absence. 

According to this article, Dr. King's speech theme 
was to the effect that the racial struggle in the South 
endangers this nation in its struggle with communism.

He also stated 
that it was very refreshing to see representatives from the 
three major faiths attending a rally such as the freedom 
rally.

On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report 
was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 1961. 

It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly Marxist, but that it was later 
decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication. 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists. It was stated that the central purpose 
of "Freedomways" is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents in the Negro movement, as well as to raise the 
level of understanding and discussion taking place in Negro 
life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet 
orientation.

The Southern Patriot v?as cited as an "organ'' 1 of the 
SOUTHERN CONFERENCE FOR HUMAN WELFARE (SCHW) by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on the SCHW, June 12, 
1947 . 



The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 16, 1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards of 
the Southern people in accordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amendment 
was dated April 26, 1946. 

A source, who is familiar with some phases of Communist 
Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on May 18, i960, 
that during the time the SCHW was in existence. Communist Party 
(CP) members were members of and worked actively in the SCHW. 
However, since the formation of the SCEF, rank and file CP members 
have not been encouraged to work in the SCEF, The source stated 
that the SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, which he 
considers a CP front organization because it has gone along with 
the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly on the racial 
question, and through the years, certain CP members in the New 
Orleans area have been assigned to work in the organization to 
further CP principles. 

On May 18, i960, the source advised that in the past he 
has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive Director of the 
SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual Communist Party member, 
because he followed communist principles. 

The Source also advised on May 18, i960, that many 
people who are officials and members of the SCEF, while liberal 
in their views, are by no means communists.

Mr. Belmont's memorandum of November 26, iyb2, reflectecr^he 
alternatives in Interviewing Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr., who had criticized the 
work of the FBI in relation to the Albany situation.

Rev. King does not have a phone at his residence. We then attempted to 
contact him at his church in Atlanta.

impossible to talk to him. That same day I called the SAC at Atlanta and instructed 
him to attempt to contact Rev. King and set up an interview for Mr. Sullivan and .me. 
SAC Atlanta advised the following day, November 28, that Rev. King had left 
instructions with his secretary that he did not have time for an interview, that he was 
moving around the country. The secretary further advised the SAC that Rev. King 
would call us when he was willing to sit down for an interview. Rev. King has not 
called since that date.

It would appear obvious that Rev. King does not desire to be told the 
ftrue facts. He obviously used deceit, lies and treachery as propaganda to further 
his own causes. 

Realizing the above, I recommended, the Director approved, that I 
talk with Mr. MacKay, publisher of the four Afro-American newspapers. This 
interview was handled and reported by memorandum. The interview was based on the 
fact that the Afro-American newspapers had published Rev. King's lies, quoting 
him exclusively. In talking with Mr. MacKay I carefully went over each allegation

YOUNG is set forth on papa 4 of 8avan»ah letter to Bureau
